GAS LEAK SOUGHT 
IN UNDERGROUND 
STORAGE POCKET 


CHICAGO, Sept. 3 (UP) — 
Sometime within the next three 
days, scientists will report on 
|their efforts to find the grand- 
'daddy of all gas leaks. 

The gas is escaping from an 
underground storeroom cover- 
ing 32 square miles near Her- 
scher, Ill., where the People’s 
Gas Light & Coke Co. has taken 
advantage of a natural pocket 
in sandstone to store gas. The 
company drilled 21 shafts down 
1800 feet and plans eventually 
to store 90,000,000,000 cubic feet 
of gas. The leak developed with 
only a small percentage of the 
gas stored. Water wells in the 
area began giving off a gas odor. 

Scientists believed the leak is 
in the side of one of the shafts, 
and think it is only an inch or 
half inch in diameter. 

They began the search a 
month ago, using all the latest 
scientific gadgets. Reports on 
the various tests will be assem- 
bled and analyzed in an effort 
| to pinpoint the leak. 

The experts were certain no 
gas was escaping from the sand- 
stone pocket itself. A company 
spokesman said preliminary wa- 
ter tests ruled out that possibil- 
ity.

| SCARSDALE, N. Y., Sept. 3 
| (AP)—Gen. George C, Kenney, 


retired, commander of Allied 
Pacific air forces in World War 
II, says it should be within the 
capabilities of the United States 
to develop a 100 per cent effec- 
tive defense against an atom 
bomb attack.

Arthur J. Connell, of Middle- 
town, Conn., a Navy veteran of 
World War I, was elected na- 
tional commander of the Amer- 
ican Legion today at the close 
of the Legion’s national’ con- 
vention here. 


He received 2751 votes. Of 
four other nominees, his closest 
opponent, Lawrence Fenlon, a 
Chicago attorney, received 274 
votes. 

Connell, 54 years old, is presi- 
dent and treasurer of a clothing 
store at Middletown and another 
at Danbury, Conn., and vice pres- 
ident of a Boston printing firm. 

He is vice president of the 
New England Retail Clothiers’ 
and Furnishers’ Association, vice 
president and a director of the 
Greater Middletown Community 
Chest and secretary of the Con- 
necticut Veterans’ Home and 
Hospital Commission. 

Earlier in the final session, the 
American Legionnaires defeated 
a proposal to seek monly pen- 
sions of $75 for veterans of 


Adopted by the convention 
was a New York resolution de- 
claring the nation’s economy 
would be jeopardized 
Legion sought general pensions 
for veterans at this time.

GEORGIA NEGRO 
NOMINATED FOR 
U.S. TREASURY JOB 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Sept. 3 
(UP)—Louis B. Toomer, 60-year- 
old Savannah Negro banker 
nominated by President Eisen- 
rhower to be register of the 
United States Treasury, said to- 
day he considered it a tribute 
by the Republicans to the worth 
of his race. 


Toomer is president of one of 
Savannah's two Negro banks and 
has been active for many years 
in the faction-ridden Georgia 
Republican party. He served as 
a delegate to at least three 
G.O.P. conventions. 

“This shows what the G.O-P. 
thinks of the Negroes compared 
with what the Democrats 
thought,” Toomer said. “It goes 
to great ways to show that the 
party appreciates thev ote and 
help of the Negro race.” 

Toomer said the post to 
which Eisenhower nominated 
him had been sought for years 
by Negro Democrats during the 
of Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman, He said 
the nomination must be con- 
firmed by the Senate but he ex- 
pected no opposition. 

Toomer’s government job will 
pay $10,200 annually and he said 
about 3000 employes would work 
under him. As register of the 
Treasury he will be in charge of 
the auditing branch of the Bu- 
reau of the Public Debt for re- 
deemed or retired certificates. 
He said he would be in charge 
of all the receipts on all paid, 
redeemed or exchanged public 
debt securities.

Lack of facilities for care of 
mental patients in St. Louis

Dr. Curtis H. Lohr, superin- 
tendent of County Hospital, re- 
ported that 10 mental patients 
who are senile are unconfined 
because no beds are available in 
the crowded state hospitals. 

The county has incurred a bill 
of $2670 for care of one mental 
patient being held in the obser- 
vation ward of a St. Louis hos- 
pital pending admission to a 
state institution, and _ similar 
expenses are depleting county 
health funds, he added.

was discussed. However, Dwyer 
has told investigators that he 
did not remember attending this 
meeting. 

Schmidt who was on the dog 
pound payroll as a “spotter” for 
$250 a month considered it as a 
part time job but has said he 
did work. Two other Democratic 
politicians, Mrs. Ann Fuerst, 
Ninth ward committeewoman 
and Roy J. Farrar, Twenty- 
seventh ward committeeman, 
who received $250 a month as 
dog “spotters,” have been 
charged with receiving money 
under false pretenses.

NUERNBERG, Germany, Sept. 
3 (UP)—A United States High 
Commission prosecutor today

alleged to have received $230,000 
in a kickback deal in the Army 
exchange system. 


Prosecutor William D. Can- 
field asked that James A. Har- 
low of San Antonio, Tex., be 
brought back here to 
charges of “bribery... and 
breach of trust.”

The request for Harlow’s re- 
turn has been drawn up and will 
be submitted to United States 
Commissioner James B, Conant. 


IZVESTIA MARKS JAPAN'S 
DEFEAT BY ASSAILING U.S. 


MOSCOW, Sepi. 3 (UP)—The 
official government newspaper 
Izvestia marked the eighth an- 
niversary of the victory over Ja- 
pan in World War II with an edi- 
torial accusing the United States 
of transforming the islands into 
a jumping-board for American 
imperialism. 


Izvestia, under the headline 
“the United States suppresses 
Japanese national independ- 
ence,” said the defeat of a mili- 
taristic Japan opened up good 
prospects for the Asiatic peoples 
for strengthening independence 
and their economic and cultural 
development. 

Such prospects, however, did 
not suit American “ruling cir- 
cles,” the newspaper said. It 
said the United States took ad- 
vantage of the Japanese occupa- 
tion to open the doors of Jap- 
anese industry for American 
capital and took control of its 
foreign trade in the interests of 
monopolies.

Upon his return from a Soci- 
alist conference in Stockholm in 
1906, he was arrested and exiled 
to the United States. 

He arrived in Boston and 
changed his name to Berg. A 
short time later, he showed up 
as-a student at Valparaiso (Ind.) 
University. He married another 
Russian student, Fanny Arluk. 
They had two sons, both born 
in America. ;' 

When the Bolshevik revolu- 
tion overthrew the Czar in 1917, 
Berg was invited to return to 
Russia as an economic adviser 
to the revolutionary government. 

Two years later he showed up 
in Spain to help organize the 
abortive revolution against Gen, 
Miguel Primo de Rivera. Next 
he went to Mexico on a similar | 
mission, re-entered the United | 
States in 1920 under another | 
name. 


He next turned up in Scotland | 


in August 1922, when he was ar- 
rested for attempting to subvert 
Scottish trade unions. He was 
ousted, and appeared a _ short 
time later as the Comintern’s 
representative in the Turkish 
revolution of Kemal Pasha. 
Next he was sent to Canton, 


+ China, in October 1923, as a rep- 


resentative of the Rosta news 
agency. Soon he was named con- 
sul general. He also served as 
adviser to Dr. Sun Yat-sen and 
his Nationalist Government. 
After Sun’s death in 1925, he 
became chief adviser to the Can- 
ton Government, reaching tlhe 
zenith of his power in early 
1927. The right wing of the 
Kuomintang led by Chiang Kai- 
shek tired of his power and 
overthrew Borodin late in 1927. 
Borodin and his wife managed 
to escape to Moscow, but he

Let’s face it; we tend to be a 
nation of breakfast skippers. 
And just how important is break- 
fast? Food experts say it is very 
important, and they can offer 
proof to support this statement. 
Extensive studies conducted on 
people of different ages and in 
different parts of the country 
show the need for a good meal 
before the day’s work is begun. 
Accidents among factory work- 
ers are much fewer, students do 
better work, office workers ac- 
complish more on mornings 
which are started off with a 
good breakfast. It is up to 
mother to see that her husband 
and her children get off to the 
right start, even if she must do 
it against their wills. 

Time-Saving Tips. 


We might as well be realistic 
and admit that time is one of 
the chief factors in skimpy 
breakfasts. If that is your prob- 
lem, here are a few tips on how 
to save precious morning hours 
by advance preparations. 

Write down the menu ahead 
of time; it is easier than trying 
to make it up mentally before 
you have had your breakfast 
coffee. If convenient, set the 
table the night before. Just put 
the dishes and silver on the table 
instead of into the cupboard 


when you wash the dinner 
dishes. 
Be a tray toter. Place the 


serving dishes on a tray, all 
ready to be carried to the table. 
By all means, use those electrical 
appliances. Keep your toaster, 
coffeemaker, waffle iron handy, 
and if possible use them right 
at the table. 

Cook in advance. While dinner 
is in the oven, fix a bowl of 
stewed fruit for the next morn- 
ing; extra hot bread may be re- 
warmed for breakfast. Have the 
fruit course ready. Most fruits 
will hold their flavor and food 
value if covered tightly and put 
in the refrigerator overnight; 
frozen fruits and juices may 
easily be kept on hand, 

Check your supplies. Make 


salt and pepper shakers are 
filled. A special shelf of break- 
fast supplies, within easy reach, 
is a big help. 

If you must “sell” your family 
on the idea of eating breakfast, 
here are a few suggestions. Re- 
member that the standard break- 
fast includes fruit, enriched 
bread or cereals, a protein-rich 
food such as eggs or meat and 
a beverage. Children, of course,

Place a single layer of bacon

Sift together flour, baking 
powder and salt, Mix the liquid, 
beaten egg and corn. Stir this 
liquid mixture gradually into the 
dry ingredients. Add the table- 
spoon melted fat. 

Drop the mixture by table- 
spoonfuls into hot shallow fat. 
Fry slowly so that fritters will 
be cooked through before the 
outside surface becomes too 
brown, Six servings 


Freezing Leftovers. 

Remember that such leftovers 
as beef roasts, baked hams, chili 
and cake can be frozen, but it 
is wise to plan to use them 
within a few weeks so that your 
freezer space may be used for 
more important items. Leftover 
frozen food should not be re- 
frozen.

Good Breakfast Habits. 

Start building good breakfast 
habits by serving a small break- 
fast, gradually adding to it until 
you are serving a well-balanced 
meal which provides about one- 
third of the day’s food needs. 

Get as much variety as pos- 
sible into your breakfast menus. 
There are endless ways of ac- 
complishing this. Instead of 
serving the same fruit juice 
every morning, try changing off 
—orange juice on Monday, pine- 
apple on Tuesday, tomato on 
Wednesday and so on. Nor is it 
compulsory to stick to fruit 
juices. Fresh, canned and frozen 
fruits, well chilled, make a wel- 
come change. 

Follow the same routine with 
cereals. With the many varieties 
on the market, this should pre- 
sent no problem. Dress up your 
favorite cereals—for instance, in 
place of ordinary sugar for hot 
or ready-to-eat cereals, offer a 
choice of brown sugar, honey, 
maple syrup and a cinnamon- 
sugar mixture.

“Unsupported,” whose letter ap- 

oy 0 in your paper recently, may 
interested in the following: . 

Because of serious drouth condi- 
tions we shipped nine heifers and 
one young cow, whose cost, includ- 
ing two winters’ feed, was well over 
$2000, and for which we received 
$725 net. 

If these heifers, which brought 11 
cents at the National Stockyards, 
had been sold at the local sales 
barns, they would have brought 6, 
7 or 8 cents, the lowest they ever 
brought in the worst depression year. 

Our cattle were good quality 
grassers, and “Unsupported” prob- 
ably paid 60, 70 or 80 cents a pound 
for similar beef over the counter. 

Fully 50 per cent of urban em- 
a depends either directly or 
ndirectly upon agriculture. The 
farmer is the biggest customer of the 
automotive industry in all its aspects. 

The transportation industry de- 
rives over half its business from 
transportation of raw materials from 
the farmer and their return to him 
in finished products. 

The packing industry {s wholly 
dependent upon agriculture. 

Agriculture is one of the best 
customers of the basic steel industry. 

With the building of the REA 
electric lines, the farmer is now 
one of the largest purchasers of elec- 
tric appliances of all kinds. 

“Unsupported,” whether house- 
wife or anything else, is dependent 
on the functioning of these indus- 
tries, which in turn are dependent 
upon the farmer.

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A Big Departure 

The forecast that Secretary of State Dulles 
would make a significant foreign policy state- 
ment in his appearance before the St. Louis 
convention of the American Legion was fully 
borne out by his address at Kiel Auditorium. 
In what clearly was Mr. Dulles’ most impor- 
tant address as Secretary, he said: 

The Korean war began in a way In which 
wars often potential aggressor 
miscalculated. om that we learn a lesson 
which we expect to apply in the interests 
of future peace. 

The lesson is this: If events are likely 
which will in fact lead us to fight; let us 
make clear our intention in advance; then 
we shall probably not have to fight. 


This is something new in American foreign 
policy. It is in effect a warning to any potential 
enemy that the United States not only can but 
will fight if the conditions develop which in 
our judgment make fighting necessary. 

‘The Korean War showed that the United 
States will fight if and when these conditions 
develop. And, as Secretary Dulles reminded 
the veterans, so did the two World Wars in 
which they upheld the honor of their nation 
on the battlefields. 

* ° e 

Thus the Dulles statement asserts in advance 
as a general principle of foreign policy u prac- 
tice which has been applied by the United 
States three times in one generation. 

The difference that Secretary Dulles’ com- 
mitment makes—and this must be a carefully 
weighed decision on the part of President Eisen- 
hower himself—is, however, an important one. 

Heretofore when the war-producing conditions 
developed our actual choice was still to be made. 
Conceivably the decision might have been not 
to oppose aggression when the North Korean 
Communists crossed the thirty-eighth parallel 
three years ago last June. There are those who 
as recently as a year ago were dismissing the 
U.N.’s heroic stand as “Truman's war.” 

But now the United States has said in ad- 
vance, through Secretary Dulles’ pronounce- 
ment to the American Legion, that since it is 
our considered policy to resist aggression, pos- 
sible aggressors can expect to be opposed. 

The purpose is wholly laudable. It is to 
prevent war by prior notice. It is to say that 
the old game of taking a chance that the 
United States will stay on the sidelines is not 
worth playing any longer—indeed that it never 
has been, as Hitler and Mussolini could testify 
if they were alive. : 

This means that there can never be a time 
in the future when the United States is not 
ready for any international emergency. For 
we have published our decision as of now, ap- 
plicable when the conditions arise. 

- * * 

The test of the Dulles declaration may already 
be in the making. If there is no Chinese Com- 
munist aggression in Indochina it may be in 
part at least because of the blunt notice served 
before the Legion in St. Louis. But if there is 
such aggression we are now committed to make 
our policy good: 

This is an announcement of such significance 
that it can hardly have been taken without 
consultation among the major allies. Surely 
nations such as Britain and France, which have 
been resisting aggression in Burma and Indo- 
china, would have been approached. Eventually 
the policy should have the support of NATO, 
for the broader its base the less likely a third 
world war, with atomic destruction, will be. 

Secretary Dulles dealt with other important 
matters in his address—the Korean peace rego- 
tiations, the United States’ position on India, 
the treatment of prisoners. It would be, how- 
ever, to depreciate the significance of this big 
departure to discuss these other subjects now. 

The Dulles address ranks with President 
Eisenhower’s memorable. declaration last April 
to the editors. We believe the country will sup- 
port the Secretary of State in what he has done, 
hazardous though it is.

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Identifying Mr. Shillinglaw 

Everyone who reads the letter on this page, 
signed by David L. Shillinglaw, is entitled to 
know just who Mr. Shillinglaw is. He is a Chi- 
cago business man and civic leader, who in the 
1920s was one of the early American Legion 
commanders in Illinois.

His old Legion buddy, Sen- 
ator Dirksen, dropped him after sponsoring his 
name at the State Department. 

Mr, Shillinglaw knows what freedom is. He 
has learned it the hard way. We salute him for 
his contribution to sanity in our confused 
times. When the smearing and the snooping and 
prying are behind us, it will be because men 
like David L. Shillinglaw stood firm and re- 
fused to be pushed off their feet. The Legion 
has a right to be proud—very proud—of him! 
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To Improve the Schools 

What is wrong with the St. Louis School 
Board? Frank L. Wright, a board member and 
former chairman of Washington University's 
education department, asked himself that ques- 
tion recently and then set down his answers for 
the American School Board Journal. 

In essence, Prof. Wright believes the school 
system’s difficulties spring in part from the 
caliber of those who win seats on the board, and 
in part from the cumbersome administrative 
framework with which they must deal. Few ob- 
jective observers are likely to quarrel with these 
conclusions, What ought to be done? . 

It is evident, we think, that the existing sys- 
tem of electing School Board members on a 
nonpartisan basis has proved far from satisfac- 
tory. It is extremely difficult, if not impossible, 
for qualified candidates to win election without 
strong political support, as was demonstrated 
last April. Moreover, since the candidates run 
without party labels, the parties are under no 


Many qualified observers of 


with the system of divided authority under which 
the schools are now administered. This means 
that operational control must be centered in one 
man, the Superintendent of Schools, and not di- 
luted among four executives as at present. 

Unit control of the schools would foster im- 
proved co-ordination of the various departments, 
give greater emphasis to education, and tend 
to keep board members from meddling in day- 
to-day administration. This would enhance the 
educational opportunities of each child. 

To accomplish these desirable ends—appoint- 
ment of board members by the Mayor of St. 
Louls, and unit control of administration—will 
require changes in the state school statutes. The 
place to do that will be in the next Missouri 
Legislature. The time to start the work is now.

Next on the Transit Agenda 
St. Louis is not waiting breathlessly to see 
what comes next in transit fares. Public Service 
Co. is asking for its eighth postwar fare increase. 
It has won seven—a perfect batting average. 

Nothing the city, or the company, or the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission has, been able 
to do has braked down the postwar trend of 
increased fares and decreased service. 

If there is going to be an answer to it, it will 
have to come from a new agency, the metropoli- 
tan board of freeholders. They were appointed 
to consider the future of mass transportation in 
this city and county. 

In early meetings the freeholders heard pro- 
posals to establish a local agency to regulate 


busses and streetcars. That, of course, is exactly 


the task of the state commission. And what has 
it done to stop the fare spiral? 

Last year the company asked for and got two 
fare increases totaling $3,553,000, arguing for 
the second increase on the basis of increased 
wage costs. This year the company seeks a $1,- 
500,000 rise through eliminating tokens, adding 
zone fares and raising the price of the weekly 
pass. It is using a similar argument on wages. 

The record shows what is likely to happen. 
The commission may not grant everything the 
company seeks. The company last year reported 
its highest earnings since 1946. But the company 
is entitled to a reasonable profit under law. If 
it can justify higher fares it will get them. 

Generally the state commission has done what 
it had to do, and what reason is there to think 
that a purely local substitute could do better, 
much less stop the erosion of mass transit? 

When the freeholders were appointed, the 
community had already begun to suspect that 
the answer to the transit-spiral might lie not 
in regulation, as in the past, but in a new tran- 
sit system. Specifically the freeholders were ex- 
pected to consider public ownership of bus lines. 
That is the major question now and the com- 
“munity does not know the full answer. 

The community does know the main argument 
for public ownership. A public transit authority 
could save perhaps $3,000,000 or more in fed- 
eral and state taxes and dividends paid out by 
the private utility. That money could be used to 
protect low-cost mass transportation. 

The community also knows that any p:an for 
public ownership must represent the city and 
county to be served, and certainly must be thor- 
oughly free from political interference, 

Beyond that, the community wants to know 
the dollars-and-cents responsibilities involved, 
and it is up to the 19 freeholders to help pro- 
vide an answer. Theirs is a major civic task. If 
they do not find a route out of the transit mess, 
the trip will be postponed. 
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Three From Jail 


Three of the American prisoners returned by 
the Communists at Panmunjom are men who 
had been jailed in July on charges of “instigat- 
ing against peace.” They are a small but en- 
couraging token that the Communists may have 
had some salutary second thoughts about refus- 
ing to hand over prisoners sentenced to jail. No 
doubt those second thoughts were powerfully 
stimulated by the stern protest which the United 
States delivered against any such tactics of 
evading the terms of the armistice agreement. 

Three prisoners do not make a reversal of 
Communist policy, but returning Americans ap- 
pear to believe that others also will be freed 
before the exchange is over. This is something 
that the United States must insist upon. Phony 
jail sentences on phony offenses cannot be al- 
lowed to impair full compliance with the truce. 
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A Blow at FTC’s Spine? 


FTC Chairman Howrey’s dismissal of some 50 
employes, without consulting any of the four 
other members of the commission, was high- 
handed, to say the least. A retiring Democratic 
member who had been acting chairman, Stephen 
J. Spingarn, says it was also punitive. He 
says the new chairman punished employes who 
worked on a report charging a-group of oil com- 
panies with operating a cartel. 

Approval of the action by two other commis- 
sioners after it was all over does not correct 
the weakness of the method. 

There are good reasons why the new chair- 
man should not function as a one-man commis- 
sion. The first reason is that it would reduce 
the four other members to nonentities. As Wil- 
liam Seal Carpenter of Princeton wrote of an- 
other regulatory commission, Civil Service: 

The greatest weakness in the majority re- 
port (of the Hoover Commission) is the com- 
promise which makes the chairman respon- 
sible for a stration. The effect is to re- 
duce the other members of the commission 
to a status where they can offer little of 
value to the government. 

A second good reason why Chairman Howrey 
should not be performing the executive duties 
of personnel administration is that, as the Hoov- 
er Commission itself said in general, the hir- 
ing, promotion and firing of employes should be 
left to a personnel officer. A third good reason 
_is that he cannot dabble in these lesser activities 

without skimping on the larger responsibilities 
which a commissioner alone can perform. The 
Hoover Commission put it thus: 

Purely executive duties—those that can be 
performed far better by a single administra- 
tive offi ve been imposed upon these 
commissions with the result that these duties 


have sometimes been perf ba The 
necessity orming them has interfered 
with the ormance of the strictly regula- 
tory fu ns of 


Whether the dismissals were punitive, as Mr. 
Spingarn says, or whether they were not, as 
Mr. Howrey says, the manner of their doing 
lends color to the suspicion that they were puni- 
tive. 

If employes are led to believe, whether right< 
ly or wrongly, that they may be dismissed if 
they favor a more active role for FTC than the 
new chairman favors, the consequence can only 
be a spineless personnel and a spineless FTC. 

Chairman Howrey would do better to entrust 
‘personnel matters to trained personnel admin- 
istrators, subject to policy directives from the 
entire five-member commission.

Postage Stamps Aren’t Pretty

| Maybe the Post Office Department cannot wipe out deficit but 
~ it could win good will by turning out better-looking stamps; 
writer airs collectors’ complaints; new issues show poor design, 
| weak color, and department overdoes messy commemoratives.

Postmaster General Summerfield 
might get some help in his temporarily 
unsuccessful battle to increase the 
postal rates if he would take heed of 
some of the complaints arising in re 
cent years from the philatelists, 

There are about ten million stamp- 
collectors in the country, boy and man, 
and occasionally a girl. They may not 
care an awful lot 
if the stamp of 
common issue be- 
comes the 4-cent 
denomination in- 
stead of the 3-cent. 
What most of them 
would like is some 
good-looking Amer- 
ican postage stamps 
for a change, 
stamps comparable 
in design and 
seemliness to many 
foreign issues be- 
fore and after the 
war. 

This wouldn't 
wipe out the annual deficit, which has 
run to several hundred million dollars 
for years, but it might establish a more 
benignant feeling toward the Post Of- 
fice Department. 


There are probably even a few die- 
hard collectors and dealers (probably 
reactionaries) who wouldn’t mind see- 
ing George Washington back on the 
stamp of common issue. 


The Washington substitution on the 
stamp of common issue was a curious 
quirk. Apparently the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration felt Thomas Jefferson was 
the foremost Founding Father, refuting 
the American judgment held for al- 
most a century of postage stamps. 


Along in the 1930s, possibly due to 
depression jitters, the Post Office au- 
thorities decided to observe everything 
a little out of the ordinary in America 
with special stamp issues, known, of 
course, as commemoratives. They 
picked on everybody from poultry rais- 
ers to doctors, and every sectional 
pride their correspondents wrote in 
about, and knocked out a stamp issue, 
usually of the 2-cent and 3-cent denom- 
ination only. 

This differed from the older com- 
memoratives, starting with the famous 
Columbian series in 1893, which were 


devoted to important American histori- 
cal anniversaries, and were issued in 
several denominations, usually up to 
10-cent. 

Moreover, no effort was made (or if 
it was made it flopped) to repeat the 
handsome designs, and the balance and 
clarity of engraving and use of color, 
of the old commemoratives. 


The new were frequently a hodge- 
podge, as if designed overnight, No 
artist, perhaps, can make a hen a 
comely bird, as in the 1948 poultry 
“centennial,” but perhaps an egret, if 
that is what it is, could have been beau- 
tiful in an Everglades National Park 
issue. Instead, this fowl is standing 
like a ramrod against a map of Florida, 
all in green and all pretty meaningless. 


For the doctors apparently the de- 
partment reproduced Luke’s famous 
painting “The Doctor”—the bearded 
figure studying the sick child while 
the parents hover in the background. 
But the painting is too dark to escape 
confusion when reproduced in such 
small space, and for most people a 
reading glass is necessary to make out 
the title. 


This has been the trouble through- 
out—too much picture and too much 
detail for too little space. The Annapo- 
lis Tercentary, 1949, is an example. It 
makes no sense without a glass, and 
little with one. An American Chemical 
Society job has some background 
buildings, a chemical plant apparently, 
with smokestacks 1-32nd of an inch 
high. Other detail in this group is 
unintelligible. 

You have only to lay these stamps 
out on a table beside those of Ger- 
many, Austria, France and many of the 
Latin American nations to note the dif- 
ference. There are occasional failures, 
but for the most part the foreign 
stamps are superior in design, they 
have more meaning, and their colors 
have more depth than American color. 

The philatelists also complain that 
the American commemoratives run to 
large printings, often 100 million, 
which devalues them so that collectors 
won't buy blocks and sheets, unused. 
Small printings would give these 
stamps investment value, and dealers 
say the de nt could easily rake in 
several million dollars if it didn’t go 
overboard on commemoratives.

12 of the West’s Toughest 


TOUGHEST OF THEM ALL, by Glenn Stes. (Unk 
versity of New Mexico Press, 145 pgs., $3.50.) 

Kit Carson, Wild Bill Hickok, Jesse 
James and Wyatt Earp—to name a few 
——were mighty and colorful actors who 
strutted across the stage of the Old 
West. Some of these men earned their 
reputations; others gained theirs by 
publicity build-up or by striking the 
public fancy. Author Shirley has found 
that there were other men, just as bad, 
as brave and as tough, whose names 
have been forgotten or overshadowed, 
who may have been “the toughest of 
them all.” % 

Take Nelson Story, for instance. He 
drove a herd of longhorns up the long 
trail from Texas. The Sioux were on 
the warpath, 16,000 strong, and he was 
advised to turn back. Nelson kept 
right on going. He supplied his 27 
cowboys with revolvers and repeater 
rifles. Though constantly harassed, the

man trail. Finally, 
with great loss of 
life and a deeper 
respect for Story’s 
firearms, the Sioux 
fell back.

Then there was

who had killed another Indian. He was 
tried and found guilty by the tribal 
court and sentenced to die at 12 noon 
two years from the day sentence was 
pronounced. He rode away unguarded 
and alone! 

On the day of his planned execution 
a large crowd gathered. At 15 minutes 
before noon, Lewis had not arrived. At 
five minutes of 12, Lewis entered the 
clearing alone, as he had left it on the 
day of his sentence. “Pony tired; I 
ride long way,” said Lewis. 

True to his Indian honor, he had re- 
turned to face his executioner. 


Other stories included in the book 
are those of Pistol Pete, who tracked 
down and killed the men who murdered 
his father; Kate Bender, prairie vam- 
pire, who lured men to death at her 
wayside inn; Temple Houston, frontier 
lawyer and son of Sam Houston, who 
would shoot a jury out of its box to 
gain a verdict, and Cherokee Bill, per- 
haps the worst of the Border bad men. 


Shirley, author of. many fiction and 
non-fiction stories about the Old West, 
brings together 12 of “the toughest of 
them all,” together with all the infor- 
mation he has been able to gather 
about them. This compact little book 
is a worthwhile and readable piece of 
Western Americana.

What this distinguished com- 
mittee will come up with, no one 
can prophesy. But the issues 
involved are on the grand scale 
both in terms of money and in 
the future of national policy. 

Trust busting was initiated by 
Theodore Roosevelt. The irre- 
pressible Teddy denounced the 
great combines put together in 
oil, steel and other basic com- 
modities that came into being

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Herring Salad Takes a Bit of Doing but the Results Are Worth It

E have before us a letter 

from a woman who says she 

would like a recipe for 
something really different for a 
smorgasbord. Seems like you 
always encounter the same old 
things, she says, and she wens 
something that's not only dif- 
ferent, but authentic. 

It's been some time since we 
talked. about smorgasbord, so 
let's talk about it. Smorgasbord, 
of course, comes from the Sean- 
dinavian countries and while it's 
spelled several different ways, 


it means only one thing. Liter- 


ally, it means “spread for bread” 
and originally it was, and often 
still is, an array of open-faced 
sandwiches laden with salad 
mixtures like slices of smoked 
salmon topped with scrambled 
eggs, fried fish with tartar 
sauce, a lot of cheese, caviar and 
so forth. 

In the home people of those 
countries keep smorgasbord 
fairly simple. But in restau- 
rants, and for special occasions, 
there are some pretty elaborate 
affairs, and no better example 
could be found, for both pur- 
poses of illustration, and for 
solving our reader's problem, 
and one called Sillsalad which, 
in English, means herring salad. 
It takes a bit of doing, but the 
results. are worth it, 

Start with two large salt her- 


rings. Cut off their heads and 


soak them in cold water for 10 
or 12 hours. Skin and bone 
them, using the fillets only, Dry 
the fillets and cut them inte 
small bits. 

Now mix together two and 
three fourths cups of boiled 
potatoes diced very small; two 
cups of boiled beets, diced the 
same way, two and a fourth 
cups of cooked veal, cut in tiny 
cubes, one diced dill pickle, and 
two and a fourth cups of tart 
apples, diced fine, Salt to suit, 

Mix them up and then add 
half a teaspoon of pepper, a 
couple of tablespoons of finely 
chopped onion and a cup of 
finely chopped cooked carrots, 
if you like. Some people don't 
like carrots, and they’re optional. 
When all is tossed together 
pour five tablespoons of vinegar 
and a half a cup of heavy cream 
into the salad, and mix. But

Put it in a wet mold and chill 
it thoroughly. This salad should 
be made at least four hours be- 
fore serving. When ready to 
serve, put it on a large serving 
platter and garnish it with about 
a fourth cup of chopped beets 
and a couple of hard boiled be 
one of them sliced and the r 
chopped. Put some parsley or 
watercress around the platter 
and serve it with some dark 
bread and butter and your 
guests will think you're an ex- 
pert on Scandinavian cooking.

HEY don't go much for cake 
in the Scandinavian coun- 
tries, but they’re nuts about 
cookies and make some of the 
best in the world. Also coffee 
cakes. 

Here is a coffee cake called 
Nodder Terte which will illu- 
strate their skill along those 
lines. For the cake, beat six 
egg yolks and a cup of granu- 
lated sugar until light and add 
three fourths of a cup of grated 
walnuts and a fourth cup of 
strong coffee alternately. Sift 
six tablespoons of potato flour 


- over six beaten egg whites and 


mix and fold this into the other 
mixture. Grease and flour an 
eight-inch deep cake pan or 
three eight-inch layer pans. Put 
cake in the oven at 275 degrees, 
gradually raising the heat to 375 
to finish baking which will take 
20 to 30 minutes, Layers, 15 to 
20 minutes. 


For the filling, mix a beaten 
egg with two tablespoons of po- 
tato flour and seven tablespoons 
of strong coffee. Heat three 
fourths of a cup of cream, a 
third of a cup of sugar, a fourth 
teaspoon of salt and a teaspoon 
of butter in a double boiler un- 
til nearly boiling. Slowly stir 
in the egg and coffee mixture. 
Keep stirring constantly until 
smooth and thickened. If you've 
baked one cake, cut it in three 
layers and fill between. 


Now for the icing: Stir a cup 
of confectioner’s sugar into two 
and a half tablespoons of rum 
until it is very smooth, and 
thickened. Add a tablespoon of 
water and stir’ vigorously and 
ice the cake on both top and 
sides. Garnish it with half wal- 
nuts or pecans.

Surprise Comeback by Deer in US. 


Missouri, Where Herd Has Grown From 395 in 1925 to About 100,000, One Example of Growth

OTHER NATURE has al- 

ways delighted in pulling a 

fast one to confound those 
who thought they had her all 
figured out and one of her neat- 
est tricks in a long time involves 
a big, graceful animal with 
antlers. 

A sensation in the outdoors 
world has been the comeback 
of the deer, despite an encroach- 
ing civilization that long ago 
eut the buffalo down to nickel 
size, chased the elk and antelope 
out West, and made forests bar- 
ren of bears. 

Although other big-game ani- 
mals have done a fade-out in the 
continental United States, the 
deer has suddenly emerged with 
a leap and a bound. 

One can almost see the smug 
smile on Mother Nature's face 
as conservation experts, con- 
cerned with making further cuts 
in bag limits of quail and rabbits 
because of decreasing cover, an- 
nounce at the same time that 
hunting rules for deer are being 
liberalized. 

This anomaly ig widespread. 
Iowa just announced its first 
deer season in 75 years. Penn- 
sylvania found out it wasn't giv- 
ing hunters enough leeway in 
taking this game species. Deer 
are getting an icy stare from 
Tennessee farmers because of 
damage caused to crops. 

This upsurge of deer is amaz- 
ing, particularly in view of the 
fact that a quarter of a century 
ago only a very few states per- 
mitted them to be hunted. Deer 
were considered almost as rare 
as Indians. 

Now they have been put on 
the game list in many states 
and may be taken not only by 
rifle, and shotguns with rifled 
slugs, but also by béw and ar- 
row—a throwback to the time 
when the graceful creatures 
on” the forests in the hinter- 
and.

AME technicians, wary of na- 
(jture's tricks, acted with cau- 

tion when, several years ago, 
they began peeking around trees 
and saw big brown eyes in 
antlered heads peeking back. 
Perhaps, they reasoned, this is 
only an outdoors “flash in the 


an. 

But the evidence was too solid 
to be denied. The flip of a white 
tail on a fast-moving brown body 
disappearing into. the under- 
brush became an almost common 
woodland sight. Farmers began 
to complain of marauding deer. 
The animals began moving into 
suburbs of large cities, startling 
residents. Deer vied with cows 
for the privilege of wrecking 
cars on the highways. 

Missouri is a good state in 
point to demonstrate this wild- 
life phenomenon. The original 
deer population of Missouri has 
been estimated at more than 
700,000, but the coming of the 
white man cut the size of the 
herd drastically in a’short time. 

By 1925, Missouri had only 
395 deer, an amazing decline. 
The state in that year put a 
stop to all hunting of deer. 

The bar remained in effect 
for six years, until the conserva- 
tion department in 1931 allowed 
a limited amount of shocting. 
In 1938, the season was again 
closed and was not reopened 
until 1944, 

Since then, there has been no 
stopping the whitetails, despite 
the fact that hunting regulations 
have been liberalized each suc- 
cessive year. In 1951, for exam- 
ple, sportsmen were allowed to 
take deer north of the Missouri

During the last season, Mis- 
souri hunters bagged more than 
7000 deer out of a statewide 
herd of about 100,000. Compare 
that with the state’s total popu- 
lation of under 400 in 1925. This 
year five more counties have 
been added to the 42 in which 
shooting was allowed in 1952. 
Does as well as bucks can be 
taken in 41 counties. 


As the Conservation Commis- 
sion said in a recent publication: 
“Missouri’s deer herd is no long- 
er small, It is BIG, and coming 
up faster each year.” 


Sound management policies 
undoubtedly are responsible in 
part for the animals’ increase, in 
this state and elsewheré, but 
they are not the complete answer 
for the phenomenal comeback. 
Other game species, given as 
much or more attention by wild- 
life technicians, have seldom, if 
ever, responded to such an ex- 
tent.

HE other day I spoke about 
three kinds of dinosaurs 
which ran around on 
hind legs. Those animals ranged 
in height from four feet to 20 
feet. 

Another two-legged dinosaur 
was the Trachodont, or Rough 
Tooth. This fellow had a height 
of 10 or 12 feet, and his mouth 
was of strange shape. The mouth 
contained teeth, but looked very 
much like a flat bill. If we could 
enlarge the bill of a mallard 12 
or 15 times, it would have about 
the same size and shape as old 
Rough Tooth’s mouth, 

Dinosaurs were the first ani- 
mals on record to walk, or run, 
on two legs. They were balanced 

eir long, heavy tails. 


MOST DINOSAURS were 
four-legged animals, but thou- 
sands ran on two legs, Certain 
of those with two legs—espe- 
cially King Tyrant Lizzard— 
were fierce and terrible mon- 
sters. Never did a big dinosaur 
have a brain which was large 
compared to the size of its body. 

The four-legged dinosaur 
known as “hree Horns had a 
head. of massive size. If brain 
cells had filled much of that 
head, there doubtless would have 
been one “brilliant” kind of 
dinosaur! 

As it was, Three Horns lum- 
bered around with his bulky 
body and bony head. He may 
have had only enough sense to 
turn his long horns toward an 
onrushing enemy.

AMONG THE TWO-LEGGED 
DINOSAURS. 


WHEN WE GAZE at the skel- 
etons of certain dinosaurs, we 
may be tempted to speak of 
them as the largest of all ani- 
mals. That would be a mistake. 
There are animals in the ocean 
—namely whales—which are big- 
ger than any dinosaur which 
ever trod the earth. 

Even the bulky Thunder Liz- 
ard fell far short of the weight 
of a large whale. Thunder Lizard 
was as long as most whales, but 
the greater’ part of his length 
was made up of neck and tail. 

A 50-foot Greenland whale 
weighs far more than did any 
75-foot Thunder Lizard. 

Some rorqual whales of the 
South Atlantic grow to a length 
of 100 feet. If five Thunder 
Lizards could be brought back 
to life, they would weigh less 
than a single 100-foot rorqual 
whale,
